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Reports of the ravages of plague in the Punjab continue. From 
Peshawar the disease is spreading to the outlying districts. Hundreds 
of people are leaving the city. 

Notwithstanding the extreme heat plague still rages at Delhi, where 
over ]00 deaths are reported daily. About 40,000 Hindus have fled 
from the citv. Meerut, a town much smaller than Delhi, reports over 
200 deaths daily. 

Reports describe Aligarh as a city of the dead. The Hindus there 
seem generally to distrust inoculation in spite of official assurances.
